The present position .may be 
briefly summed up as follows:—In 
this residential area a vast amount 
of capital is invested in property by 
various corporations, companies. 
and private persons. In order tnat 
these properties “should: prove per- 
manent’ and remunerative invest-|¥ 
ments, expense has not been spared 
iin equipping the nouses and tene- 
ments with the most modern con- 
yeniences and appliances. 

Tne great number of residents 
in this area pay a very consider- 
able total sum in respect of rents 
and rates; and paying such rent and 
rates, they are-entitled- to the quiet 
enjoyment of their premises, a very 
essential point of agreement be- 
tween landlotd and tenant.
